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Boyne to increase safety at dangerous curve 


Boyne City officials said they 
have already started to work on a 
plan to control the traffic on the 
corner of North Lake Street, 
Groveland and Michigan Avenue 
after a citizen asked if something 
could be done to slow down the 
traffic and prevent another ac- 
cident like the one recently. 

Sandy Dean, 102 Michigan 
Avenue, asked the City Com- 
mission at the noon Tuesday 
meeting to try to control some of 
~ the problems that-the accident 
brought up. 

She said cars were making the 
corner going out of town at high 
rates of speed and noted that there 
is a lack of a barrier that could 
protect her residence. She said 
that if there were no car to run in- 


to at the recent accident, the 
driver would have driven into her 
front room where some visitors 
were sleeping. 

She asked the city to consider 
putting a better caution light at 
the corner, and install curve 
signage prior to the curve to let 
drivers know to slow down. 

Her remarks were enforced by 
Police Chief John Talboys who 
said she was stating facts. He said 
the police were working the corner 
with more -frequeney—and—that it 
was a very good spot for the 
writing of tickets. 

City Manager Randy Frykberg 
told Dean that the city was making 
plans to improve the situation at 
the corner and would be presen- 
ting them to the commissioners in 


the near future. He said the city 
has known for some time the 
problems of the corner and are 
preparing changes that may in- 
clude a curve sign with a speed in- 
dicator, a better caution light and 
more.

Center sends drug update 


Much of the focus of the war on 
drugs has been on cocaine and 
marijuana, however, Williamsburg 
Recovery Center is seeing an old 
drug make a comeback. 

Crystal Methodrine was a drug 
popular in the 1960s although use 
decreased in the late 1970s when 
the streets coined the phrase 
“speed kills.” Today Crystal 
Methodrine appears to be making 
a comeback. Known on the street 
as “ICE,” it is colorless, odorless 
and easy to manufacture. It is 
being marketed to appeal to users 
who like to smoke their drugs and 
is available in rock form. The ap- 
peal is its strength and the 
duration of the high. Although it is 
more expensive than crack 
cocaine, the drug is in the system 


longer, thus appealing to the user. 
Methodrine has always been a 
powerful drug, but typically was 
used by a select group. The new 
smokeable form will make it more 
appealing to a wider range of 
users. 

Williamsburg Recovery Center 
has seen more clients reporting 
the use of Crystal Methodrine. The 
major problem with this drug is 
that it causes extreme paranoia 
and aggressiveness. 

In order to keep the community 
informed, Williamsburg Recovery 
Center will present an educational 
program on October 17, 1989 at 
7:00 p.m. at Williamsburg 
Recovery Center, entitled “Old 
Drug - New Drug - Crystal 
Methodrine.”

Ducks unlimited?

With all due respects to Ducks 
Unlimited, whose members 
shovel enormous amounts of 
dollars into waterfowl] habitat 
preservation and recreation, 
ducks are literally going down 
the tube. 

With the waterfowl season 
upon us what are the prospects 
for the season? 

Although geese seem to be 
holding their own, in fact 
Canadas are increasing to the 
point where localized flocks are 
becoming a nuisance, with a 
special three geese per day bag 
limit (Sept. 1 to 10), duck 
populations are shrinking alar- 
mingly. 

From the days of market hun- 
ting, when thousands of ducks 
were slaughtered to fill the 
bellies of city folks, legal duck 
hunting is a dying sport, not 
because bag limits in the past 
have been too generous, but sim- 
ply because of the unrelenting 
destruction of duck habitat in the 
pothole prairie states and 
Canadian Provinces. They are 
the duck factories of the North 
American Continent. 

Like a lot of rules, regulations - 
- call 'em laws - they come too 
late, or when enacted they 
always seem to be weak in enfor- 
cement to those who find ways to 
circumnavigate them. 

The “Swampbuster” provision 
of the 1985 Food Security Act, 
and the state ‘‘No-Net-Loss™ 
wetlands law, are two of the 
latest pieces of legislation that 
aren't, doing the job. At least not 
in their entirety. 

The Swampbuster provision 
was supposed to save prairie 


potholes that produced ducks, 
denying farmers subsidies if they 
drained wetlands after 1985, but 
it still goes on. 

With the 2-3 years of drouth 
the prairie grain states have 
been having the Swampbuster 
provision is a farce. 

Once a pothole is dried up by 
the whim of nature the grain 
farmer tills it out of existence, 
planting non-commodity crops so 
designated by congress. It is 
double dipping at the expense of 
the United States taxpayers and 
to the duck hunters who pay out 
good money for Federal Duck 
Stamps, now up to $12.50, plus all 
the hidden taxes on guns and 
ammunition (Pittman-Robertson 
Fund) that’s supposed to go into 
making duck hunting better; and 
the local postmaster tells me the 
Federal Duck Stamp will be up 
again next year. Without a doubt 
there will be a further exodus of 
duck hunters from the already 
thinning ranks of waterfowlers. 

When one takes into con- 
sideration that the continent's 
waterfowl] populations are in an 
accelerated decline with mallar- 
ds, the bread and butter duck of 
water fowlers down 25 percent, 
blue-winged teal 34 percent, 
redheads 14 percent and can- 
vasbacks 12 percent. All from 
their thirty-three year average. 
According to the September 
Audubon magazine last fall's 
flight of all duck species was 66 
million, down 25 million from the 
fall of 1969. 

So what's the answer to the 
duck dilemma? More federal and 
state legislation with teeth in it, 
legislation that will protect 
wetlands so vital to our disap-

The bill would appropriate $26 
million dollars annually for pur- 
chasing wetlands identified as 
critical waterfowl! habitat in the 
United States, Canada and 
Mexico. Floor action is expected 
soon now that Congress is back 
in action. 

And in the House, two com- 
panion bills — H.R. 2322 and H.R. 
2587, authoried by our own 
Representative Bob Davis (R-MI) 
and Representative Silvo Conte 
(R-MA) respectively, are being 
reviewed by the Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries Subcom- 
mittee on Wildlife Conservation 
and Environment. (Thanks, Bob, 
from an old duck hunter). 

As a duck hunter from the late 
1920s I know what it used to be 
like. Permanent blinds could be 
left in place as long as one wan- 
ted. Decoys, with spreads of a 
hundred, or more, could be left 
out for the entire season that ran 


from Sept. 16th to December 31, 
inclusive. You could bag 25 ducks 
in one day, 50 in one calendar 
week. And you didn’t have to 
worry much about duck iden- 
tification. The only protected 
duck was the beautiful woody. If 
there were shooting hours I don’t 
recall any. Automatic or pump 
shotguns could hold a_ full 
magazine, unlike the plugged, 
three-shot regulation of today. 

And what was so nice you 
didn’t have door to door blinds 
full of sky busting hooligans, at 
least I didn't see any where I did 
my duck hunting. There just 
weren't every Tom, Dick and 
Harry hunting in those days. 

With duck hunting what it is 
today I think I'll hang up my 12- 
gauge Spanish Aya double barrel 
shotgun: a silent reminder of the 
good ol’ days, and let the kids 
have a go at what's left of water- 
fowling. 

Addendum: And this duck 
season has been reduced to 30 
days. So? And if you’re crazy 
enough to go sit in a blind and a 
lone, lonesome duck comes 
winging by, don't forget the 
steel shot.

It’s the “nonpaper” that does it, 
and the “swimming pool” stuff 
some too, the combination knocks 
out any notions a person might 
have had about the dignity, grace 
of diplomatic language. Of course, 
without veteran diplomat Alvar de 
Soto's telling all in a,New York 
Times essay, a person could have 
kept her illusions. Not that the 
situation is his fault. Anyway, the 
language could be fixed up a bit. 

De Soto says the term, non- 
paper, refers to ideas a diplomat 
considers would sunny up stormy 
relations between nations. He 
writes down his proposals but 
doesn’t sign his name, so he doesn’t 
have to take the blame if they’re 
not. well received. He doesn’t pass 
out his nonpapers either. 

As de Soto explains it: “Non- 
papers are not circulated; they are 
gingerly floated, falling into the 
hands of fellow delegates as if by 
chance...” 

Handling the matter this way 
allows the diplomat deniability, 
another word like nonpaper not 
found in the dictionary, but it's 
meaning is clear and it does have a 
nice lilt to it. 

De Soto, a Peruvian, says that 
as near as he can tell, the nonpaper 
term was probably coined by an 
American. 

He concludes this because 
Americans ‘seem partial to

economy of expression.” (Which 
puts the best light on it.) 

As for the swimming pool ex- 
pression, de Soto says Sir Brian 
Urquhart, a United Nations 
peacekeeper, used it in a 1983 
speech in which he included a list 
of “don'ts” for workers for peace. 
One of the first he gave: “Don’t 
dive into any empty pool.” 

Thereafter, empty pool became 
“shorthand for cases in which it 
might not be advisable, might be 
counterproductive, to attempt to 
assist in resolving a given dispute 
or conflict.” 

Urquhart subsequently said: “It 
is equally inadvisable to dive into a 
pool of boiling water.” 

De Soto doesn’t indicate that 
this advisory became part of 
diplomatic expression, which is a 
blessing. One unpleasant metaphor 
with swimming pools is more than 
enough for official diplomatic 
language. 

The one phrase de Soto cites 
that sounds rather dignified is 
used in cases when a diplomat 
receives a copy of a proposal, a 
signed one that is, that he doesn’t 
approve of. Then he has three 
choices: discuss it, ignore it or give 
it a “fin de non recevoir”, the latter 
meaning, “deem it as not having 
been received.” 

That a reader might see no dif- 
ference between the last two op-

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New system tracks down 
unemployment benefit fraud 


In a talk with Michigan Em- 
ployment Security Commission 
(MESC) employees at the agency's 
Saginaw office, Michigan Depar- 
tment of Labor Director Elizabeth 
P. Howe today told them that a 
new system for checking jobless 
benefit claims is making it riskier 
for those claiming benefits to at- 
tempt to defraud Michigan’s 
unemployment insurance system. 

Howe explained that the MESC 
has begun a program that enables 
the agency to detect when in- 
dividuals are drawing benefits 
while working. 

MESC’s Crossmatch Program 
discovers potential cases of unem- 
ployment fraud by crossmatching 
selected jobless benefit claims 
records against worker wage in- 
formation. 

By state law, every employer in 
the state must report each em- 
ployee’s earnings every quarter. 
The wage information is then used 
in the crossmatch process. 

Of benefit claims paid during 
the quarter ending June 30, 1988, 
MESC reviewed records of 
108,000 claimants to narrow its 
examination to 21,000 claims that 
met certain selection criteria. 
From its review, MESC deter- 
mined that 1,132 overpayments ta 
claimants were made. Of these 
overpayments, 381 cases of benefit 
fraud were discovered, involving 
an average of $1,972.74 in 
restitution per case. The agency 
referred approximately 30 fraud 
cases to its Investigation Section 
for further investigation and 
possible prosecution. In addition, 
unintentional misrepresentation 
was established in 751 cases in- 
volving an average restitution of 
$272.30. 


“When we uncover a fraudulent 
claim for benefits, we try to 
recover all of the unemployment 
benefits paid to the claimant,” 
Howe said. “In addition, he or she 
must also pay a penalty of up to 
$1,000. We may also prosecute and 
the individual could end up in jail.” 

Although a lack of funding 
prevents MESC from crossmat- 
ching all claimant records, it has 
developed criteria for selecting 
claims to review which have a 
higher probability of unreported 
or incorrectly reported earnings or 
overpayments. 

The crossmatch process targets 
claimants who had wages and 
jobless benefits in the same quar- 
ter. MESC then contacts em- 
ployers of these claimants seeking 
detailed weekly wage information. 

The MESC compares the em- 
ployer’s wage records against the 
claimant's benefit history. Where a 
claimant received wages and 
benefits in the same week, local 
MESC staff will interview the 
claimant. 

“In many cases, the in- 
vestigation will reveal that no 
overpayment actually occurred,” 
Howe said. “For example, wages 
may have been incorrectly repor- 
ted.” 

The Crossmatch Program is a 
requirement of the federal Deficit 
Reduction Act of 1984, which 
mandated that all states im- 
plement an income and eligibility 
verification system (IEVS). 

Under IEVS, MESC began 
collecting wage information and 
matching it against welfare ap- 
plicants and recipients in 1986. 
Two years later MESC began 
checking the wage information 
against jobless benefit records.

Michigan is one of 
the nation’s leading 
producers of apples, 
with estimates this 
year placing the state's 


-crop at 1 billion poun- 


ds, second only to 
Washington. 

That's up over last 
year when Michigan 
produced 830 million 
pounds with almost a 
third of the fruit used 
for apple juice or cider. 

“For many people, 
fall doesn’t officially 
start until the first trip 
to the cider mill,” said 
Brian Potter, AAA 
Michigan Touring 
manager. “The com- 
bination of fresh cider, 
autumn color and 
rustic settings is 
irresistible.” 

Cider can be en- 
joyed fresh from the 
mill or at home where 
it will last one to two 
weeks if refrigerated 
between 32 and 36 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
Cider also retains its 
quality for a least a 
year when frozen. Just
